The River Sturgeon: An Alabama Fish Story 


Phere issomething fishy about 
the haste with which federal officials 
are angling to place an Alabama fish 
on the endangered species list 

Reportedly, the AlabamaStus 
gcon, dubbed a rare species by U.S, 
Fish and Wildlife officials, is hiding 
in the lower Tombighee and Ala 
bama rivers. 


dredging of the Alabama and 
lombigbee rivers would be sus 
pended to allow the fish to thrive 
Witevenexists. Without the regular 
dredging, these vital waterways 
would close, denying the southern 
access point for the Tennessec- 
Fombigbee Waterway that serves 
approximately 12 states. 

Although the Department ot 
the Interior insists that navigation 
would not be stopped, there is evi 
dence which indicates the contrary, 

The U.S. Army Corps of En 
gincers and the U.S, Coast Guard 
both maintain that if dredging is dis 
continued, adequate channel depths 
will not be maintained, 

This translates into a loss ot 
over 30 million tons of domestic and 
foreign commerce to the State ot 
Alabama, not to mention losses ot 
>11 billion in revenues, 19,000 jobs 
over a ten-year period, 

Alabama, already ranks 
among the top five states in number 
species listed or proposed to be listed 
as endangered. I believe that this 
controversy to lista fish which may 
OF May NOt exist points to the need 
lor Congress to clean up the Endan- 
gered Species Act, 


Should this elusive new spe 
cies be declared “endangered” by the 
federal government, the conse 
quences could also endanger plenty 
of Alabama jobs. 

Last week, in an episode bor 
dering on farce, officials with the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service con 
vened an Alabama Sturgeon public 
hearing and then walked off the dais 
without listening to the public’s com 
ments, 

This apparently went on until 
well after midnight leaving many in 
the audience disgusted, Such apathy 
on the part of these federal officials 
was unwarranted and 1 promptly 
called for their dismissal, Clearly, a 
decision which carries such a high 
level Of economic impact should be 
adequately presented before the pub- 
lic, 

Although Fish and Wildlife 
scientists maintain the Alabama Stas 
geon isa separate and distinct spec ics 
thus deserving special protection, 
there is much evidence supported by 
many lish specialists that it may be in 
fact be nothing more than a Missis 
sippi Shovel-nose Sturgeon. This 
fish is found in abundance in rivers 
stretching from North Dakotato Loui- 
siana, 


I have cosponsored legisla: 
on Which would increase the con: 
sideration of economic impact inthe 
designation of critical habitats and ip 
the recovery planning of Species, 
and would provide compensation for 
the loss of property rights due lo 
these designations 

The Endangered Species Aci 
needs to be reformed ina way which 
Will balance sound conservation 
practices with private property rights 
and the consideration of economic 
impact. [think the Alabama Stur- 
geon is a prime example of the need 
for this balance, 


The listing of the Alabama 
Sturgeon under the Federal Endan- 
gered Species Act of 1973 would 
resull in the designation of the Ala- 
bama River as a critical habitat for 
the fish.

Black History Month 
The Origin of the Black History 
Observance 

There have been Black History 
Month Observances in the United 
States since February 1926. As origi- 
nally conceived by Dr. Carter God- 
win Woodson, the observance would 
be held in whatever week included 
the birth days of the late Black lead- 
er Frederick Douglass and Abraham 
Lincoln, president of the United 
States during the Civil War. When 
both birthdays could not be included 
within a single week, the Douglass 
birthday would be chosen, 

Dr. Carter G. Woodson was born 
in New Canton, Virginia on Decem- 
ber 19, 1875. His parents were Jor- 
mer slaves. Woodson is widely re- 
garded as the Icading writer on 
Negro history of his time. His found- 
ing of the Association for the Study 
of Negro Life and History has been 
called the start of the Negro move- 
ment. The Association, directed by 
Woodson, began publishing the 
scholarly ral_of Negro Histor 
in 1916, The best known of Wood- 
son’s 16 books is Negro in Our His- 
tory (1922). Many scholars consider 
it the finest full length history of Ne- 
gros in Amcrica published before the 
mid-1950's. 

In 1937, Dr. Woodson founded 
the Negro History Bulletin, his last 
continuing project. In it he tricd to fit 
the story of the Black man into the 
mainstream of history in terms com- 
prehensive to teachers, scholars, lay 
persons, and school children. Educa-

Even though Dr, 
Woodson died in 1950, his quest for 
telling the story of achievements and 
contributions made by Black Ameri- 
cans is very much alive today,

only about 1% is available for our 
use, That would mean that around 
90% or better is ground water stored 
in underground lakes and aquifers, 

There are several sources of pol- 
lution, One of the biggest and one 
many times not thought of is urban 
run-off. This would include automo- 
bile by-products, rubber tires, and 
these types of things, This particular 
form of water pollution is becoming 
greater and greater as towns get larg- 
er, 

Another source of pollution is 
households. This would include gar- 
den pesticides, paint products, deter- 
gents, etc. 

Agricultural practices sometimes 
cause water pollution. However, re- 
cently my self and Steve Musser, of 
the soil conservation service, ran a 
study testing water in very high agri- 
culture run-off areas. There were no 
chemicals or problems found in any 
of the water we tested. In fact, there 
are many environmentalists who be- 
licve the farms are doing a better job 
than almost any group in policing up 
after themselves. They certainly are 
regulated more than any group. 
Households, in many states, have 
posed the most broad-based sources 
of water pollution. 

Construction sites with soil cro- 
sion and dumped building materials 
can cause water pollution and forest- 
ry practices much like agriculture 
has to be careful and police up after 
themselves. This is to insure that 
they do not pollute water with tree 
tops, and these type things, in 
streams, 


There is a program available fo. 
farmers called the Water Quality In- 
cenlive Program. The details are 
available at your ASCS and Soil 
Conservation offices. For Coffee 
County these offices are located in 
the Farm Center in New Brockton, 
However, if you are interested in the 
details of this cost-share program 
you nced to go by one of these offic- 
es by February 11 to sign up. It is 
my understanding that there will be 
another sign-up at a later date. 

The big question in everyone's 
mind is will our water always be 
safe. We owe it to ourselves and to 
our children to do our part to insure 
thal we preserve our creeks, streams, 
rivers, oceans, ponds and all other 
sources of water, 

As we look across the state of Al- 
abama, we see the many different ac- 
tivities that affect water and its puri- 
ty. We all must realize that it is 
everyone’s responsibility to find 
ways in which we can protect the 
quality of the water we so desperate- 
ly depend on, If you have any further

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Elba City Council faces strong opposition to Occupational Tax

The Elba City Council found a 
hotbed of opposition Monday night 
when the business turned to dis 
cussing the proposed Occupational 
Tax, 

Vice President Myrna Cowen and 
Personnel Director Bud Daniels of 
Kleinert’s addressed the council and 
voiced the official company opposi- 
tion to this proposed tax, 

Mrs. Cowen noted that their firm 
was currently working more than 
800 people in the Elba plant. She ex- 
plained they had to open the Green- 
ville operation because they just 
couldn’t get and keep the necessary 
employees in the Elba area. She said 
that to add this additional! tax to the 
mostly female staff would make the 
job of hiring new workers even hard- 
er. 

She added that she had been au- 
thorized by Dorsey management to 
voice their opposition also, 

Everett Kelley asked about in- 
dustry being involved whenever any 
further discussion takes place on this 
matter. He was assured by Council 
member Earl McCollough _ this 
would happen. Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood repeated an earlier promise to 
hold a town meeting, possibly in one 
of the school auditoriums. 

Harold Bannin, who works in the 
plant at Dorsey Trailers, appeared 
before the council with a petition 
containing 606 names in opposition 
to the tax.

Coffee County Commission talks about trash

The majority of Monday morn- 
ing’s Coffee County Commission 
meeting was consumed by commis- 
sioners talking trash. 

Immediately after commissioners 
were told by Jerry Schnitzius, with 
Environmental Waste Management 
(EWM), that “everything was com- 
ing under control” with the garbage 
collection, they were hit with an- 
other problem. 

A spokesman, Glen Logsden, for 
a group from the Yellowleaf Drive, 
Briarwood Drive and Heritage 
Height area told commission mem- 
bers that they have a trash problem. 

In the past, the City of. Enterprise 
has provided the residents with trash 
pick up but due to some changes 
they no longer have that service; 
however, the county does provide 
them with garbage pick up. 

Photographs taken by Logsden 
were presented to the commissioners 
showing how property belonging to 
him had become a trash dump. 

Commissioner Sid Averett at- 
tempted to get a motion passed to al- 
low the county highway department 
to pick up the trash as a temporary 
measure, 


broaden Averett’s motion to provide 
all residents of the county with this 
“temporary service” providing the 
measure was legal. 

Stephens stated that in past com- 
mission meetings, he had attempted 
to get simular situations addressed 
by the commission but failed to get 
any action taken, 

When Averett voiced his opinion 
that he felt that residents who had 


_once had the (trash) service and then 


fost it should receive more consider- 
ation than those who had never had 
the service, he struck a nerve with 
Commissioner Wendell Black. 

It was Black’s feeling that wheth- 
er or not one had or had not ever had 
‘a particular service should not enter 
into the matter. 

He said, “We are here to repre- 
sent all the people of the county and 
not any one particular group!” 

After a long discussion, which at 
times became heated, the commis- 
sioners voted to table the motion. 

Schnitzius volunteered EWM to 
make two runs into the area for the 
next two weeks to pick up the resi- 
dents’ trash.

Coffee County Board of Education 
members hear parent’s complaint

The Coffee County BOE’s Mon-

Mrs. Nancy Carnley began her 
address with the statement “Due to 
school related problems, I have had 
to take my daughter to see a psychia- 
trist (she later changed it to a psy- 
chologist) but I’m not here, at this 
lime, asking for reimbursement al- 
ough this has been a financial bur- 
den,” 

She told board members, “I have 
had a teacher tell my child, and my- 
self and my mother, that ‘your kind 
would not be allowed to partici- 
pate,’” 

Mrs, Camley would not name the 
teacher or identify the school where 
the alleged statement was made, 

She stated that she had spoken to 
the principal of the school and the 
Superintendent, Clayton Bryant, 
about the incident, 

Carnley further contends that her 
daughter has suffered verbal and 
even physical abuse from fellow stu- 
dents since the alleged statement 
was made by the teacher, 

Upon questioning by board mem- 
bers, they were unable to obtain spe- 
cifics from Mrs. Carnley about the 
alleged statement and other inci- 
dents. 

Board Chairman Virgil Coleman 
asked Mrs, Carnley what action she 
wanted or recommended that the 
board take in the matter, 

She responded by asking if she 
could put it in writing or type it out. 
This was agreeable with board mem- 


ly occurred some time ago. 

Mrs. Carnley’s response was that 
her work schedule and other hin- 
drances had prevented her coming 
before now. 

Supt. Bryant asked Mrs. Carnley 
if she would be willing for her
